Taxicab operators in Edmonton should 
give # sober second thought to their re- 
quest for a higher rate of tariffs. 
times increased charges have the effect 
of reducing revenue rather than boosting 


it. 


The operators ask the city for authority 
to raise their basic rate from 50 cents for 
the first two miles to 50 cents for the first 


mile and a third. 


Thus, a two-mile run, which is an aver- 
age run from the business district or the 
theatre district to the residential sections 
will go up from 50 cents to 70 cents.

The operators should remember, too, 
that the city council, charged with the task 
of making the transit system pay, is not 
going to be too reluctant to grant a taxi- 
cab price boost when that boost could very 
easily result in a falling off of taxicab 
patronage and a corresponding enlarge- 
ment of trolley bus patronage. 

There are very many people who will 
regard a taxicab charge of less than a 
dollar as mere routine expenditure but a 
taxicab ride that costs more than a dollar 
as a luxury, ' 

These observations are not to be con- 
strued as an argument against the authori- 
zation of a higher taxi rate. 

Indeed, taxpayers in general might be 
favorable towards the higher rate in the 
belief that it would throw more business 
in the way of the transit system, 

But it seems to us that the taxicab 
operators, in their own interest, should 
exhaust the possibility of increasing their 
revenue by the creation of new business 
through lowered prices before they take 
the hazardous chance of decreasing their 
revenue through higher prices.

WINNIPEG—There was a fe- 
markable and sort of sad sight 
outside our door the other thor- 
ning 


We are parked in a trailer 
camp almost in the heart of 
Winnipeg. The parliament 
buildings are across one street, 
the ball park across the other 


When we awoke we found that 
the grounds of the trailer park 
were alive with wrens, busily 
loading up their beaks with bits 
of straw and twigs and flying off 
into the heavy maple trees. There 
were a hundred or more of 


them, I'd say. They were all 
building nests. 

There was a good deal of 
other evidence in that view 


from our trailer door of what the 
night had done. It was Monday 
morning and Winnipeg, the wrens 
and the Scotts, had gone through, 
if you'll pardon the expression, 
a hell of a night.

The two kids had dived into 
our bed and under the covers, 
and I was dying to join them 

Next day everybody seemed

His arms are always 
underneath us. If we struggle and fall back baffled by 
life’s problems Those arms steady us.” . 

This conviction that God is round about us and ever 
there to help us should tend to develop in us a quiet and 
cheerful confidence. Is it doing that for us? If not, then 
it is time that we looked to ourselves and to that place 
where our faith lies. 

If the saying be not true for you then there is some- 
thing wrong with your life. 

Put your faith in God and you too will find Him a 
living reality. ; 

Then you may face life fearlessly; confidently; and 
even in these puzzling days, joyously, with the unmistak- 
able conviction that come what may, God will help you 
and see you through. ;
